Under the taxation 
act of 1918, a gold mine ts deemed to 
be a mine whose gold recoveries 
amount to 85 per cent. or more of the 
total value of the metal content of 
the ore, such mines belng exempted 
from the two per cent, tax on output, 
In recognition of the unfavorable po- 
sition of gold in the market. Repre- 
sentations were made to the minister 
that the position of the yellow metal 
was now much more unfavorable rela- 
tively than when the exemption was 
first granted, and that the advance in 


|silver made it difficult for any gold 


property that had even a very small 
proportion of silver to come within 
the 85 per cent. definition, as a mat- 
ter of fact, very few purely gold pro- 
perties being able to operate, and he 
was asked to revise the gold percent- 
age downward, in order to enable the 
properties it was originally intended 
to benefit, to receive the exemption.

CHARGING BATTERY 


“A battery that {s run down for tack 
| Of proper charging, is like a man who. 
| has been weakened by a lack of proper 
food,” says Mr. son of the M.C.8, 
; company, limited, local Willard renp- 
resentative. ‘The battery is too weak 
| to take the charge In the normal way 
| just as the man who has not had suf- 
ficient nourlshment may be too weak 
to work for a meal. Fer this reason 
it is useless to try to charge the bat- 
tery by running the engine of the car. 

‘The proper method to follow with 
such a battery {s to put it on charge 
|at an extremely low rate for a short 
| period and then gradually increase the 
{rate until the normal charging rate 
has been reached. This can only be 
done at some service station which 
j{s properly equipped for this sort of 
work. 

“Occasionally some one asks us if 
} this job cannot be done by running 
| the engine slowly at first and letting 
| the battery charce in that way for 
several hours; after this process has 
been allowed to proceed for some time 
jthe idea would be that your encina 
| should be speeded up so that normal 
| charge would proceed. Of course, this 
; process is not a workable one. The

such a charging process is that the 
| Generator {s so constructed that it sup-

{ng the attack, expressed the opinion 
that “this was very good, \ndeed, and 
very convincing.” 
Battlo of Vimy 

At 6.16 a.m. on the 9th of April 
every unit of the 7th Brigade was in 
its place ready to Jump off. Che bar- 
rage began at 5.30 and close on its 
trail went the assaulting battalions, 
|Carrying all before them with Iirre- 
\sistible dash and pinning large num- 
bers of Huns in their deep dugouts. 

The P. P. C. L. I. jumped off trom 
its line, SuMeld Gap, to Tidza Crater, 
one company being in the line, two 
companies in the Subway and one 
company in Empire Redoubt. The 
battalion reached Its final objective 
with less than 40 casualties and con- 
solidation was proceeded with at once, 
and by 11 a.m. the first and second 
lines had been made continuous with 
the exception of fifty yards in the sec- 
ond line. During the afternoon he 
Germans shelled both these lines, do 
ing a great deal of damage to the 


trenches, the first line fn particular 
suffering from the heavy bombard- 
ment. 


| The 42nd Battalion nhac reached its 
‘tirst jobjective half an Sour after 
leaving its jumping off trench, lit was 
not an ideal morning for attack, for 
the visibility was low owing to driz- 
zling rain, which changed later to 
sieet, but the effect of the bombard- 
ment which had preceded the attack 
was all that could be desired, In 
many sections tho Germans were 
found in their deep dugouts utterly 
demoralized, trembling and ready to 
surrender. By 8.15 a.m. the runners 
of the battalion reported that the 
final objectives had been reached and 
the men were digging in. 

Indeed, the experiences of each bat- 
talion are in a large manner similar 
during this attack, insofar ag the 
reaching of the objectives was con- 
cerned, Prisoners began {0 arrive by 
16 o'clock a.m. and from .hat time on- 
|wards there was a continual proces- 
sion of batches of Germans coming 
down. By he'f past one in the after- 
noon all fina! objectives had been 
reached, the men had dug in and the 
pos'tions were being wired. 

Unfortunately however, the brig- 
ade on the left of the 7th was tem- 
porarily hung up, and Hill 145, being 
still in ossession of the enemy, the 
7th Brigade was subjected to a galling 
fire, machine guns and snipers, who 
took a heavy toll along the line. The 
‘8th Brigade, which was operating on 
the right of the 7th, fortunately came 
{through to their objective in good 
‘style, and they were subjected to the 
wime fire, but to a lesser degree than 
jthe 7th Brigade, 

The situation on the left remf&ined 
eritical for several hours until taken 
in hand by the 42nd Battalion, which 
reinforced by a platoon of the 49th, 
formed the defensive flank. At 2 a.m 
on the 10th of April, the brigade on 
the left established connection with 
‘the 7th, and early on that day Hill 
145 was carried, thus 
i7th of the flanking fire. 
; The battle of Vimy Ridge sunnplied 
lcomplete and overwhelming proot of 
jthe transcendancy of the Canadians 
lover their enemies, Since their eniry 
‘into France they had endured and 
‘suffered, though continuing the fight

1. Industrial Progress 


Many local industries are planning large increases in their 
plant and payroll, to take advantage of the growing business which 
Edmonton may command owing to its location as the gateway to 
th» most prosperous and rapidly developing portion of the Cana- 
dian West. One great requisite to this program of expansion is 
confidence in the civic administration. An outstanding event of 
thi, coming year is the great industrial congress for the Provinces 
of Alberta and British Columbia, for which Edmonton, as the 
capital of this Province, has been chosen as_ the chief meeting 
pla. >. The importance of this conference is shown by the fact 
that the Dominion and Provincial Governments, the Railways and 
Bankers’ Association have made up a fund of $50,000 for the pur- 
poise. It is impossible to exaggerate the opportunity thus offered 
to build up a case for the establishment of many new industries in Edmonton. I humbly 
and respectfully submit that a successful and practical business man can best advance this 
great work and represent the City with a view to actually securing some of these pros- 


pective industries. An immense amount of detailed preparation is necessary to accom- 
plish this, but the resulting benefit to the City will be enormous. 
2. Progress in Population 
Industrial progress means great additions to our citizenship. We are fast reaching 


the highest pre-war figures and may thus go far beyond them. Increased population will 


result in decreased average taxation. 


Building Progress 


Already we know of large expenditures for commercial buildings planned for next 
year, provided nothing occurs to shake the confidence of investors. With a further in- 
crease in population, the housing problem will become acute. Indeed, it is even now press- 
ing for solution and must receive immediate attention. ‘ 


Progress in Citizenship 


Side by side with material growth the time has come to build on the foundations of the 
past a new citizenship, broader and better and more in keeping withthe spirit of democracy. 


_ We must develop more and more a civic spirit of co-operation for the common good. 
We must hold in highest reverence law and order so as to secure perfect protection for per- 
sons and property. We must make Edmonton the City of homes and home-like people. 


Above all, we must begin at the beginning and provide to the utmost of our power 
for the health, education and recreation of the young pecple of our City. My keenest inter- 
est and endeavor always has been and always will be given to everything that will help 
the rising generation. ) 


Progress in Civic Business 


Edmonton with its municipally owned utilities is in a very large way a business, and 
must have a sound, definite, and far-secing policy of finance and management. Granted 
this, I see no insuperable difficulties in the way of a successful solution of the City’s finan- 
cial problems, despite the accumulations of debt, due to unwise extravagance in the past. 
As to the utilities, their present condition is well known to you all, and the remedy must 
be drastic and must be applied immediately. With proper care and efficient management 
and with the loyal co-operation of the permanent staff, the City’s own business undertak- 
ings can share the prosperity that is in store for the individual citizens. 


As to particular measure of civie government and policy, I 
am, and always have been, unalterably opposed to any change 
in the terms of the gas franchise or any other franchise or agrce- 
ment which has been approved by the people without again sub- 
mitting the question to the people, I will use my every endeavor 
to provide supervised playgrounds and swimming-pool accom- 
modation for the children, to encourage, promote, and assist 
clean sport in all branches; to beautify and extend our public 
parks and breathing spaces, and to secure proper cemetery ac- 
commodation, Foremost in my mind will be the position of our
